In my tuxt tho hornet (lies out on its mis- 


sion. It is ii species ot wasp, swift in its mo- 
tion and violent in its sting. Ila touch is tor- 
ture to man or benst. V> Imvo o!l seen tho 
cnttlu run bellowing from tho cut of its lan- 
cet. In boyhood wo used to stand cautiously 
looking nt llio globulin-nest hung from tho 
trco branch, and while wo wore looking at 
tlin wonderful pasteboard covering wo wero 
struck with something that sent us shrieking 
away. Tho hornet goes m swarms. It has 
captains over hundreds, and twenty of them 
attacking ono man will produce certain death. 
Tho Persians attempted to conquer a Chris- 
tian city, but tho elephants nnd Iho beasts on 
v.-hicli tho Persians rode wero assaulted by 
tho hornets, so that tho wholu army was 
broken up nnd tho besieged city was rescued.
